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Exhibit of Pre-Modern Labor-Saving Devices 


Now On at Addison Gallery 


If your automobile tires are thin, 
your gas at an ebb, and your nerves 
need stirring, you could do worse 
than copy the pair of rocking stilts 
included in a novel exhibition of 
hand-made ancestors of our modern 
production-line implements now to 
he seen at the Addison Gallery. 
Many of these labor saving devices 
will be regarded by the summer 
visitor with admiration. For in 
these days of moratorium on me- 
chanical contrivances, objects used 
in the days before pressure cookers 
and automatic washers may well 
command an envious glance. 


No hotel room with bath, electric 
lights, and radio was reserved for 
the settlers who came to these 
shores, No taxi awaited them at the 
pier. They had brought along the 
barest necessities; what they had 
not brought had to be made, by 
hand, of available material with few 
and insufficient tools. Old and worn 
articles were rebent and hammered 
into new shapes. Bits of this and 
that made new objects, but it was 
not long before engenious shortcuts 
were invented to lighten work and 
shorten the hours for the house- 
wives and their men in the fields 
and _ forests. Once communities 
were established and daily life be- 
came more than a mere existence, 
time was devoted to daily comforts. 


It is more than likely that during 
your visit to the Gallery you will 
see at least one object which may 
make your own day’s work seem 
lighter. The majority of these im- 
plements are fashioned from wood, 
which may seem quaint to eyes ac- 
customed to shining aluminum and 
steel, but which in no way detract- 
ed from their usefulness. If your 
mechanical lemon squeezer has 
broken down, you might do well to 
copy its ingenious ancestor used by 
some Yankee housewife a hundred 
years ago. Or if your red points are 
disappearing too fast, you may cast 
a longing glance on the butter 
churn in this exhibition which, 
being built on rockers, allows the 
busy housewife to work with her 
hands while rocking the churn with 
her feet. 

Although a roast of mutton may 


have heen more easily secured by 
the eighteenth century housewife 
than by her twentieth century de- 
scendant, its cooking was none the 
less important. The roasting spit 
shown at the Gallery is only one of 
a variety of types used for this 
purpose. It is run by clockwork, 
and in case it should run down 
while the cook’s back was turned 
and the roast, ceasing to turn, 
should burn to a crisp, a bell was 
added to sound an alarm just before 
the spit stopped revolving. Even 
today such a reliable object could 
be used to advantage. 

A washing machine is the envy 
and blessing of any house, but that 
‘t is a novelty of this day of elec- 
trical machines is erroneous. At the 
Addison Gallery you can see the 
carefully constructed wooden ante- 
cedent of our modern machine. It 
must have made many a Monday 
tess blue in bygone years. 

Although the summer session of 
the Academy has now closed, the 
Gallery will remain open to the pub- 
lic at the usual hours—weekdays 
9-5, Sundays 2:30-5, Labor Day 
closed.
